IN NO CASE EXCESSIVE. 
“The committee found that if the de- 
sired uniformity was secured by mak 
ing all the rates 30 per cent. instead 
of 35 per cent., this would have in- 
volved loss of revenue—based upon the 
importations of 1908—of more than half 
a million dollars. Therefore, they de- 
cided to recommend the uniform rate 
of 35 per cent.

The foreman said Robb tried to find 
out where Frank lived, and for that 
reason the man was sent home in a 
taxicab. Robb was held, with bail fixed 
at $500 cash. .

As a result of these 
negotiations it is probable that ar- 
rangements will be made whereby 
Wells, Fargo & Co. wil] run a special 
express train dal out of New York 
for this city direct. This train will 
run from New York to Chicago over 
the lines of the Erie. will then switch 
to the Santa Fé tracks, and make the 
run to this city via the Relen cutoff. 

The Belen cutoff. which is used at 
present exclusively for fast freight, 
eliminates the cuts and grades of the 
regular Santa Fé route, and is there- 
fore calculated to allow of much faster 
running for a large part of the dis- 
tance. There being no passenger sched-

ule to disarrange it, it would be possi - 
ble to run the Wells-Fargo special 
through at a much higher rate of 
speed than over lines made use of 
passenger trains. 

Inat this special through service win 
be put on Wells-Fargo officials decline 
to state officially but the local genera! 
agent yesterday admitted that his com- 
pany has the subject up with the San- 
ta Fé, and that a definite announce- 
ment will be made within „ few dave.

SANTA FE WILL HELP.

press company was prepared to take 
advantage of that fact. Furthermore 
he stated that his road can equal any 
time which the Sait Lake or any other 
line can possibly offer. 

At present the Santa Fé has twa 
trains operating on a schedule prac- 
tieally as fast as the limited and with- 
out great inconvenience, it is asserte:!, 
one of these could be so re-schedule4 
as to handie the fast west-bound ex- 
press of Wells, Fargo 4 Co. to as 
good advantage as the Sait Lake cen 
handle the American's business. 
Wells-Fargo people seem inclined 20 
favor the special train pian via Belen 
cut-off rather than a rearrangement of 
passenger schedules. 

The American Express Company !« 
operating five special trains on the 
Chicago run out of New York. These 
trains are composed exciusively of ex- 
press cars, each locomotive drawing 
eight as a general thing. The Wein 
Fargo people operate two solid pre 
trains out of New York dally on the 
Chicago run. 

Should the special train plan via the 
Belen cut-off be adopted, as seems a}. 
together probable, one of these trains 
out of New York will be sent straight 
through. The Erie and Santa Fé run 
into the same station in 
the switch from one track to the other 
can be mede with the 
delay.

Tne Indian jumped onto 
a’ car, and When ine men took 
after him. he wreetied and fought them 
.or several minutes. 

Fearing ‘that some one might be. 
huried under the wheels of the train, 
Yardmaster Brown stopped the move- 
ment of the trains, one a doubie- 
header, and rushed to the aid of his 
companions. The railroad men sub- 
dued the lone Indian after they hit 
him ten times on the head with clubs 
and improvised weapons grabbed off 
the traina. 

Gillen'’s skull was so thick that he 
was merely stunned. The yardmaster 
turned him over to the police and 
urged them to rush him to the Re- 
ceiving Hospital for emergency treat- 
ment. 

This was done. and Gillen was 
strapped to an operating cot and 
gven careful attention. 

After twenty-eight stitches had been 
taken in bis bead. he was washed u, 
and his wounds dressed, the bellicose 
patient winked one eye and then per- 
fcrmed a weird feat. 

He threw his weight to one side and 
whirled the operating cot upside down. 
When he came under it, he twisted 
himeelf into a knot and slipped from 
the thick leather straps which held 
him in three places. Regaining his feat 
with a bound, he-ewung at the nurses 
and surgeons with everything availa- 
ble, and the noise was deafening.

ATCHED IN SAN FRANCISCO. 

Upon what we considered sufficient authority 
carefully corroborated, The Times from the begin- 
ning held the opinion that the strike called here in 
the metal trades had its origin in San Francisco, 
just as the brewery strike was concocted in Cin- 
cimnati. It was our opinion that the attempt to 
enslave our industries was not simply a labor-union 


programme, but was a conspiracy concocted by 
trade rivais in these other cities. 

We have before us an article published in the 
California Weekly, a San Francisco journal (“Lin- 
coln-Rooseveit,” so called,) in its issue of July 1, 
1910, elaborately urging that Los Angeles be put 
under the union-lebor yoke and thus be placed on 
a par with San Franciseo in this respect—an article 
from which we quote as follows: 

“Skilled labor in and around San Francisco 
is pretty well unionized. It is not so at Port- 
land, 2 anyon, — Tacoma, or at Los Angeles. 
These cities are all com tors with San Fran- 
om in the markets. 

“This situation cannot permanently continue. 
Manufacturing cannot endure one - quorter 

and three-quarters non-unionized. 

Production costs more in San Fran- 

cisco than in the other cities named. This dif- 

ference in cost of production militates 
against San Francisco in all markets common 
to these ambitious and aggressive competitive 

centera of production. The contest is u 

San Francisco enjoys no 

The executive abilities of her employers are 

not of a higher order [We should say not.— 

Ed. Times], her skilled workmen are not more 
~ skilled [Amen.-—Ed. Times], the cost of produc- 

tion in San Francisco is greater than in any 

of the cities named, and must remain so so long 
as the skilled labor of San Francisco is union- 
ized and that of ovr competitive cities is not. 

“Shall gur energies be put forth to disunion- | 
ize skilled labor in San Francisco, or to secure 
its unionization in the other cities named? 

8 answer springs to the lips: Dis- 
unionize San Francisco. That would be easiest, 
cheapest, speediest.’ On second thought, wou 
it? San Francisco cannot be disunionized with- 
out a struggle as long-drawn, as costly and as 
severe as would be required to unionize the 
other cities. It would be working against the 
spirit of the age, against the rise of the com- 
mon man, against the enjoyment of a right to 
unite in defense cf one’s occupation, home and 
kind, that the best thought of our time no 
longer questions. It would be reactionary in 
principle and destructive in_application.” [It 
would be nothing of the kind. That is the fal- 
lacy on which every one tries to reason who is 
in favor of the ereation of a labor trust, put- 
ting the control of all labor affairs in the hands 
of men like Gompers and led by journalists like 
the editor of this California Weekly, confused 
in thought and biased in judgment.]} 

“If these competitive cities can be dnionized, 
as efforts are now making to bring to pass in 
all of them, essentially identical labor condi- 
tions will exist in them all. There has never 
heen another device for preventing competition 
cutting under any prices as reliable as the 
unionization and consequent ization . of 
labor cost. 

“Frankiy. in self-defense it would be good 
policy for San Francisco employers as well as 
laborers to contribute their sympathy. their 
influence, of their means, to aid organized jabor 
in the work of organizing labor in Los Angeles, 
in Portland, in Tacoma and in Seattle.” .

GOOD FOR GRAPE INDUSTRY. 
In connection with the investigation 
being carried on as to the best meth- 
ods of picking, handling, packing and 
shipping grapes, these other investiga- 
tions regarding varieties are of great 
importance and promise to put Call- 
fornia permanently at the front with 
rape market. As 
stated in a former letter to this pa- 
per, the Bureau of Plant Industry is 
carrying on its investigations regard- 
ing decay and shij ent at various 
points in California, especially the 
Sacramento and San Joaquin valieys. 
The refrigeration car, which has been 
in use in the peach districts of Georgia, 
is to be moved out to California at 
once, and with it the experiments in 
pre-cooling will be carried on. 
Grape growers in California are in- 
vited to visit the experimenta! stations 
and see for themselves what is bein 
done there. Even if there should no 
be an attendant visible at the time, 
every vine is labeled so that a stranger 
can see what it is. The man in charge, 
however, will be ready at all times to 
give information, and things have 
rogresse4 so far that it is practicable 
to tell just what resistent stocks and 
what grafts to recommend for any lo- 
cality in the State. What this means 
to the industry, only the practical viti- 
culturists of California can realiz®.

Botanical Knowledge Our Govern- 
ment Wants, But Cannot Find an 
Interpreter to Translate the Classic 
Language in Which It Was Writ- 
ten Twe Hundred Years Ago. 


A little over a year ago a grateful 
American government returned thanks 
to China for the gift of a complete set 
of the famous Chinese encyclopedia, the 
Tu Shu Tsi Cheng, for which agents 
of the Library of Congress had long 
searched the book markets of the 
world, says the Washington Star. 


nature of the species heretofore un- 
known to them, but entirely helpless 
as far as securing in China the infor- 
mation within reach of the Department 
of Agriculture at Washington. 

So, with the spirit of conquest which 
has carried the scientists of Secretary 
Wilson's department into many strange 
lands and unexpected adventures, it 
was determined to virtually carry the 
encyclopedia back to China, have it 
translated by some scholar familiar 
with the classical language of the early 
eighteenth century and bring the re- 
sults back to the department at Wash- 
ington for research and comparison 
with existing data. 

From the works of a German stu- 
dent of oriental literature Mr. Swingle 
secured many references to pages of 
the Chinese encyclopedia containing 
descriptions of the ains and fruits 
for which the United States had sent 
explorers into the farthest districts of 
China.

No translation of the important por- 
tion of the Chinese work s been 86 
cured in this country since the Chinese 
government presented it to the United 
States through its special] Ambassador 
in December, 1908. 

It was known shortly after the en- 
cyclopedia Was received that data of 
the utmost importance to the iInvesti- 
gations of the Department of Agricul- 
ture was to be found in its mysterious 
pages, provided the key to them could 
be found. Later examinations have 
shown that Over 32,000 pages of the 
books are devote to exhaustive treat- 
ment of agricultural and botanical sub- 

ts. 

The explorers for the American De- 
partment of Agriculture in China have 
worked under the greatest handicaps in 
their search for new species and varie- 
ties of valuable plants and frults. They 
could secure no Access to the great en- 
cyclopedia in China, and would have 
found i impossible to get adequate 
translations even if permitted to exam- 
ine one of the rare books.

English, even within the Chinese realm. 
The translations that were completed, 
with the photographed pages, were 
returned to the Agricultural Depart- 
ment at Washington. Here the de- 
scription and data of 200 years ago 
were compared with information con- 
tained. in modern botanical] records, 
and with the original information se- 
cured by the American explorers. 

The result has been to furnish new 
and important facts beari upon wild 
rice, dates, alfalfa, and all the varie- 
ties of clovers. Much important in- 
formation bearing upon the early use 
of corn and the varieties of the cereal 
were found. This information, again 
sent to China in the form of specific 
instructions to the explorers in the 
field, has been the means of adding 
new specimens to the explorers’ agri- 
cultural game bags which may be of 
great ultimate value when developed 
for use by the farmers of America. 

The great encyclopedia. which the 
Cé@agressional Library is now display- 
ing ta the public for the first time is 
consi one of the literary treas- 
ures of the world. Up to this time 
the only known y in occidental 
countries was that in the British Mu- 
seum, secured in 1877, and which is in- 
complete in many particulars. The 
copy now in the Congressional Li- 
brary, and a small portion of which is 
exhibited in 4 large cese given to It 
by the lifrary, was presented by the 
Chinese government through its spe- 
cial ambassador. Fang Shoa-¥Yi, who 
came to America late in 1908 to con 
thanks to President Roosevelt ‘for the 
remission of a portion of the “Boxer 
indemnity.” 

The United States is now believed to 
possess the only set of the complete 
encyclopedia in any of the American 
or European countries. Since it was 
in the Congressional 
brary Chisese students from Columbia 
and other colleges and from the C.- 
nese legation tat Washington and 
American experts in Oriental lan- 
guages from many parts of the coun- 
try have made frequent reference to 
its pages, but have been unable to 
make any general translations from it 
or to aid the American Department of 
d Iture in the work it 16 trying

The encyclopedia is the compilation 


ready to be advised of the habitat and 


of hundreds of Chinese students who 


worked in the early part of the eight- 
eenth century. 

The idioms and everyday language 
of China have changed during 
the 200 years, and its pages hoid a 
language more unfamiliar to modern 
Chinese eyes than old English is to 
the average American of today. 

The government has been unable to 
get any definite information as to 
where or when the new edition was 
printed, its actual value or whether it 
was printed for general distribution 
or for the immediate use of the royal 
household. The encyclopedia has never 
been put upon the market, and pre- 
vious efforts of the Congressional I- 
brary to secure a set have failed com- 
pletely. 

The work is comprised in 5041 Chinese 
volumes, printed on the highest grade 
of rice paper and apparently from en- 
graved copper plates. These volumes 
range from a half to three-quarters of 
an inch in thickness, and from eight to 
ten of them are held in each of the 
yellow box holders in which they are 
preserved by the Chinese for library 
reference. 

As a compendium of the ay! of 
an empire's development along all lines 
of progress the Tu Shu Tsi Cheng has 
no parallel among the works of other 
nations of the earth. Early in the fif- 
teenth century, under the Ming dy- 
nasty, an attempt was made to com- 
pile a record of all knowledge existing 
in the Chinese world. Two thousand 
Students worked for years upon the 
task and p 22,000 volumes as 
the result of their labors. Only two 
hand — of this gigantic work were 
prepared, and only fragments of each 
remain. 

Again, in 1726, the attempt to record 
for posterity the. knowledge of the time 
was undertaken under royal directions, 
and the existing encyclopedia is the 
result of this la . The first edition 
of the new encyclopedia was very 
smail, and the British museum copy, 
the only one in the occident, is in- 
complete m many perticulars. 

America’s copy comes from the Chi- 
nese government and is accompanied 
with the usual paucity of explana- 
tions or Information attending Chinese 
gifts. The introduction to the great 
work, translated by students of Chi- 
nese who have labored over it at the 
Coneressional Library, adds no tmpor- 
tant information to that previously ob- 
tained by the government, and gives 
no hint as to t time of publication 
or the auspices under which it was 
produced.

Lace, today almost the unique pos- 
sefsion of women, owes its develop- 
ment and enrichment, if not its actual 
existence, to men, now so Uisdainful 
of its beauties. 

When lace was being slowly evolved 
from drawn work. the popes and great 
prelates of the church used it on their 
altar vestments and robes, fostered 
and encouraged its production, and 
paid large sums for its. Later, lace 
became an absolute essential of mascu- 
une attire in ruffs, in collars, in 
sashes, in garters, and even as a deco- 
ration at the shoe top. 

Rubens wore more lace than his 
wife, and one has only to study the 
portraits of, Velasquez, Frans Hails or 
Van Dyck to realize how naturally 
and with what ease men then wore 
lace. Under the Stuarts the collection 
of taces became a passion of the 
court, and noblemen were as fre- 
quently known for their possession of 
rare lace as for collections of valu- 
able intings or gems: and it is ru- 
mo that, later, ruffies fell longer 
over the hands to make cheating at 
cards more easily possible.—[Youth's 
Companion.

Improvements in View for Recreation 
Place of Pomona—Elks May

Insurance Commissioner Hartigan of 
Minnesota has lang held that over- 
insurance was responsible for much of 
the incendiarism, and having failed 
to persuade the insurance companies 
and agents to take effective steps to 
reduce the evil, is preparing to take 
departmental action. He will issue a 
bulletin giving notice that every fla- 
grant case of overinsurance, which 
comes to the attention of the depart- 
ment will be followed by revocation of 
the license of the company in which 
the risk ‘= written and of the agent 
writting the insurance. He regards 
overinsurance as a fraud on. every 
honest man and an invitation to crime 
for every dishonest man. 


The decision _of Justice «Kelley of 
the Supreme Court of New York that 
the Royal Arcanum cannot collect as- 
sesements at an increased rate. does 
not affect the right of the organiza- 
tion to increase the number of as- 
sesements, and therefore accomplish 


the same rpose. Justice Kelley
